A PRISON SHOE-SHOP. 


How the Conviet* tfork In the 


State Penitentiary. 


One visit made bj members of Post 


five of Lynn while at Richmond was of 
unusual interest, and a slight descrip- 
tion of it will no doubt be interesting. 
The visit referred to was that enjoyed 
by a very few to the Richmond peni- 
tentiary. This old-time prison is one 
of the oldest buildings of its kind in 
the United States. It was built in 1797 
and now contains eight hundred and 
eighteen prisoners, four-fifths of whom 
are blacks. All are clothed in prison 
uniform. The youngest prisoner with- 
in the walls is a colored boy, thirteen 
years old, who is serving a life sentence 
for the murder of his brother by shoot- 
ing. 


As many of our citizens know, the 


industry of the penitentiary is shoe- 
making; the work is controlled by and 
is for a shoe company of Lynn, Mass., 
and a great amount of work is exe- 
cuted, forty to fifty cases of shoes be- 
ing turned out per day. The large 
prison is really a mammoth shoe shop, 
is no other work is carried on there. 
Every branch of the woik ia kept by 
itself, and each room and the prisoners 
therein are in charge of a foreman and 
overseer 
The foreman pays his whole 


attention to directing the work, while 
the overseei's duty is to preserve order, 
enforce the rules of the institution, 
only as far as his room goes, however, 
and only for such length of time as his 
men are in his room doing their work. 


Evoiy pnsonei, when he has learned 


cue branch of shoeuiaking, is required 
to do a stint. Some learn quickly, and 
soon become fine workmen, performing 
,heir duty in quick time, and then take 
half a day's rest 
Others, jn the

of pftirs expected of them. A certain 
length of time is given beginners in 
which to work before the stint is given. 
[n case the novice shows a disposition 
to do his best, and still does not pel- 
form the required amount of work pet 
day, because of his lack of experience 
and practice, ho leceives a warning, 
and an additional suggestion, perhaps, 
and finally becomes able to perform 
the amount of woik assigned him. On 
the other hand, if a man will not learn, 
or refuses to do the number of pairs re- 
quired, he is taken by the overseer to a 
place of letirement, held over a barrel 
t>y two convicts and given a certain 
number of lashes on the back. 
After 


this there is little or no trouble. 


The whipping is done with a single 


leather lash. Punishment ranges from 
five to thirty-nine lashes, the latter 
number being but seldom administered, 
and only in oases of very serious misde- 
meanoi 
An occasional spoiling of a 


shoe while ia course of manufacture 
alls for a reprimand from the over- 
seer, but when the accidents occur of- 
ten and are caused by carelessness, or 
perhaps done on purpose, the barrel act 
is next on the programme. 


In the lasting department there are 


many expeit workmen, and some of 
the lasters are not likely to become un- 
accustomed to the work as they are in 
for life. An ordinary prisoner, when 
learning to last, usually requires seven 
weeks' practice before he can do good 
work reasonably fast. 
Some have 


Learned in five weeks, but such cases are 
rare. Those who are expert in what- 
ever department they are- employed 
are permitted to do extra work, and 
receive pay in cash. The prisoners are 
allowed five ounces of tobacco per 
week, and when not at work they are 
allowed to smoke their pipes in the cor- 
ridors facing their cells, where they 
promenade or bask in the sun in front 
of their cell door. This is the universal 
custom when, the prisoner hae finished 
his stint and takes his lay-off rest and 
recreation. 


The prisoners do more or less trad- 


ing among themselves, money, tobacco, 
sugar and similar articles being the 
stock in trade 
The male inmates also 


go in for a little amusement among 
themselves. One specialty, which af- 
fords amusement and a trade com- 
bined, is the administering of lashes, 
one prisoner with another, in exchange 
for half a cup of sugar, a piece of to- 
bacco or a trinket. One receives the 
whipping and the sugar, while the oth- 
ers apply the rod and enjoy the fun. 
Our party was informed that some of 
the negroes thought nothing of the 
lash, and would take "thirty-nine" 
without a flinch Such ones are not 
plenty 


Of the white men and woiren among 


tho prisoners, but few are able to read 
or wnte 
The greater portion of all 


who occupy cells in the prison were 
committed foi thieving. This is par- 
ticulaily the case with the women pris- 
oners, who are in a wing of the peni- 
tentiary by themselves 
The women 


do stitching, although a good part ot 
the sewing machines are m another 
pait of the prison and are operated by 
men. — Lynn (Mass.) Item.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 
18.—The 
United 


States Consul at Antwerp, Belgium, in a 
recentdispatch to the Departtnsnt of State, 
reports that alter the closing of the Inter- 
national exposition, held in that city in 
1885, some members of the geographical 
society conceived the idea of establishing 
a permanent commercial exhibition for 
such native and foreign products nnd in- 
.dustries as might be gathered together. 
They were assisted in their efforts by th< 
city authorities, and a building used dur 
Ing the International exhibition by the 
French colonies and donated by France to 
the city of Antwerp was placed at theii 
disposal, to be utlized for such exposition, 
the same to be under the control of a board 
of managers to be appointed by the city 
authorities, Success has so far crowned 
their efforts that on the 21st of August 
last the exposition was inaugurated under 
the title of the "Commercial Industrial 
and Ethnographical 
Museum of Ant- 


werp." The Belgians complain that their 
products and manufactures are not sum 
ciently known abroad, and they are glad 
to have this opportunity of exhibiting 
the same to the foreign merchants and 
tourists passing through Antwerp. Not les 
anxious are they to receive the product 
and manufactures of all foreign nation 
for exhibition. This enterprise is as yet 
on trial, the exhibits so far are princi- 
pally Belgian, but if ifi grows and becomes 
a suocess, as it is hoped and expected to 
be, ample space will be found and made 
available by the city for its accommoda- 
tion. Rhoukl any persons in the United 
States be desirous of placing articles on 
exhibition, the United States Consul, Mr. 
John H. Stewart, will take pleasure in ap- 
plying for space for them, and putting 
them in communication with the secretary 
of the museum. 


Beport of the Governor of Montana. 
WASHINOTOS, Oct. 13.—Preston Plover, 


Governor of Montana, in his report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, states that the 
present pooulation o£ the Territory is 
12,000. The total assessed value of taxa- 
ble property is $60,200,000. Mining con- 
tinues to be the principa industry, and 
during the present year ths value of the 
gold, silver, copper and lead produced is 
estimated at $28,600,000. The labor supply 
is excellent, and the workingmen and wom- 
en are contented, prosperous and happy. 
The Government control of the Indians 
has been successfully administered, great- 
ly favoring the peace of the citizens and 
their property. Occasional raids of the 
Piegans upon the Crows to steal horses and 
like retalitory raids by the Crows upon 
the Piogans have occurred. In these raids 
it often happens that white men's prop* 
erty is stolen, and the peace and quiet of 
the country disturbed. The Bloods and 
Biackfeet, too, often leave their reserva^ 
tions, and numbers of horses and cattle 
are stolen and carried across] the line into 
the British Dominion.

road Company held their regular monthlj 
meeting to-day. The board authorized th 
payment of a five per cent, dividend oi 
the stock of the Washington branch. Th 
recommendation of tlie finance committee 
that no dividend ba paid on the stock o 
the main line for the past six months wa 
adopted. The sale of the Baltimore & 
Ohio telegraph to the Western Union wi 
ratified. The railroad company receive 
for this property $5,000,000 in stock of th 
Western Union, and an annual rental o 
$80,000. The following letter was then 
read from Mr. Robert Garrntt, rssignin, 
the presidency of tbe company:

$17,191,909.95; expenses, $13,154,620.64, and 
profits $1,937,281.41. It also says that the 
facilities and advantages afforded by the 
addition of the Baltimore & Ohio system 
it is confidently believed, will largely in- 
crease the revenue. 


This acquisition and others made since 


the close of the fiscal year will swell the 
company's plant to about 162,000 miles of 
lines and over 680,000 miles of wire. The 
Western 
Union paid $5,000,000 of its 


capital stock for the purchase of the 
Baltimore & Ohio, and agreed to pay 
$60,000 a year for rentals, etc., for 
the telegraph lines of the

company, the railroad retaining exclu- 
sively the privilege of using the wires be- 
tween Philadelphia and New York. 


No date was fixed in the contract for the 


payment of Western Union stock, but the 
payments have been made by the Western 
Union issuing its notes redeemable in 
sixty days by paying 50,000 shares ol 
Western Union stock at par. 


The agreement entered into with the 


Baltimore & Ohio railroad, so far

concerns rentals, etc., runs for fifty years.

THE KOUTS DISASTER. 


T«»t!mony Elicited at the Coroner's In- 
quest. 


BLOOMINQTON, Ind., Oct. 18.—The testi- 


mony belore tha coroner at Huntlngton, 
Ind., was briefly as follows: 


J. P. Parks, conductor ot the passenger 


train, testified that the train was nearly 
two hours late. 
Train No. 48 struck his 


train on the rear and and telescoped the 
sleeper into the ladies car, smoker and 
baggage car. The wreck took fire a t once. 
They got eighteen passengers out. Nine 
were killed and burned. 
The semaphore 


was turned when the train stopped. Ho 
did not know the train was coming; it was 
coming at the rate ol twenty miles an 
hour. 
J. W. Jacobs, a passenger brakeman, 


testified that h» turned the semaphore; 
saw brakemnn Cotton going back with the 
signal light, but could not see the head- 
light ot the engine until eight or ten car 
lengths from him. The train -was coming 
down grade at about twenty-five or thirty 
miles an hour. He assisted in getting the 
passengers out. 


J. S. P. Cotton, second brakeman on the 


passenger, was told by Parks that they 
bad Ho. 4S and extra No. 48 to look out 
lor. He jumped off the train before it 
stopped at the State Line tank, and ran 
back to flag the train. The freight called 
fqr brakes. He was knocked senseless by 
the passing freight. 


B. Connor, engineer, and Ed. Seissen- 


fleld, fireman, on the passenger train tes- 
tified that the engine was disabled; had 
not stopped more than three minutes when 
the (Mt freight struck the train; about 
two minutes after the semaphore was 
turned. Th« light was behind time. The 
head brakeman was assisting [at the en- 
fin* when they were struck. 


Engin»«r Dors»y and Fireman Willets 


ot the fast train testified that they started 
out on time and received no word of the 
passenger engine being 'disabled and be- 
hind 
time. 
When Boone 
Grove was 


reached the «lgnal was all right, and the 
operator told them to go ahead, giving no 
other orders. They did not Intend to 
stop at the State Line tank, and were run- 
ning at a high rate of speed. 
All the men claim the night was foggy, 


and that danger signals could not be

A Millionaire.

At that time 
he was the possessor of probably not over 
$250, now he is the owner of probably 
not less than 10,000 acres of land in De- 
Witt county, besides being part or sole 
owner of many thousands more in other 
counties of this state and Iowa, bis wealth 
being estimated at not less than $1,000,-

He was for many years associated 


with the late Judge David Davis, of 
Bloomington, in land operations, their 
partnership having not yet been entirely 
•closed out. On the completion of the 
new Methodist church edifice at Clinton* 
in 1871, Mr. Moore presented the church 
with a new pipe organ costing $2,000, a 
gift which he has just duplicated to a 
newly finished Presbyterian church at 
that place—the dedication of the instru- 
ment taking place in the presence'of a 
large audience -on last Thursday. Mr. 
Moore was a member of the State Consti- 
tutional convention of 1870, and is now 
nearly 70 yean old.

Men who 
eat enormously, who crave for huge 
quantities of food and seek in over- 
eating a torpor which pleases them as 
much as the calm before stupefaction 
pleases the drunkard, or apathetic reat 
the opium-smoker, or kef the tobacco- 
smoker, are perfectly well known types 
throughout India (where every district 
has its notorious glutton), in China and 
and among some African tribes. In- 
deed, Captain Colville, in his recent 
ride through Morocco, became con- 
vinced that even the Moors, who are 
distinctly abstemious by habit, count in 
their ranks men to whom overeating is 
so attractive that they renew the prac- 
tices of Vitellius. which scandalized 
even Rome, and obtained by emetics
